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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-7, and 1 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Muramatsu (6,695,658). Note Figure 1, which shows an oil tank 14 
receiving lubricant entrained with crankcase vapors through an inlet portion 18, the oil 
tank separating the oil and the crankcase vapors, wherein a portion of the oil is returned 
to the crankcase through an outlet 20, and the vapors V are sent upwardly through the 
apertures of a baffle into a first breather chamber 24, which again separates the vapors 
and returns the oil to the oil tank 14 (which returns oil to the crankcase), and sends the 
refined crankcase vapors to the second breather chamber 29, which separates the 
vapors further, sending oil back to the crankcase and sending the further refined vapors 
to the engine intake. A first and second pump are utilized to move the oil from the 
reservoir to the crankcase and to move the oil and vapors to the oil reservoir, wherein 
the pumping power of the second oil pump is larger than that of the first pump (see 
column 15, lines 4-7). 
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Claims 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Muramatsu (6,695,658). Note that 
Muramatsu shows everything except explicitly indicating that the crankcase is kept in a 
vacuum condition with respect to the breather chamber. This would have been inherent 
in normal crankcase functioning, or at the very least obvious, as it is conventional to 
maintain a vacuum in the crankcase relative to breather chamber structures. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Muramatsu (6,695,658). Muramatsu shows everything except forming the crankcase by 
integrally connecting a first crankcase with a second crankcase. It would have been an 
obvious matter of design choice to form the crankcase by joining two crankcase halves 
together to form a whole, as this is conventional, or by joining two crankcase sections 
(from adjacent cylinders) together, as this is also conventional and both methods read 
on the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 9, and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
